(Land Reforms) at Perambra became two. For the sake of con 
venience, the new Special Tahsildar (Land Reforms) has been desi 
gnated as Special Tahsildar (L. R.) II , Perambra . The notification 
is intended to achieve the above objective .

Under clause 10 of the Cement Control Order, 1967 and in supersession 
of Notification No. G.O. Rt. 504/74 /ID dated 8th May 1974 and of all other 
orders issued by the Government on the subject, the Government of Kerala 
hereby fix the price specified below to be the maximum price at which cement 
may be sold by a retail dealer in the State .
